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Gary Adams to run for second Council term 


"It’s interesting to note that everyone says 
Sierra Madre is a unique little community and yet 
everyone wants to change it," said Councilman 
Gary Adams, 53, who has decided to run for a 
second term of four years on City Council. 

Are there any changes he sees as^necessary? 
"No particular thing," he answered, then pro¬ 
posed three possible answers: "Keep up the in¬ 
frastructure (of Sierra Madre), keep up what we 
have, correct the retrofitting. Hopefully, the last 
named won’t change this place called Sierra Mad¬ 
re." 

Why did he decide to take out his nomination 
papers for a second term? 

"I appointed the Economic Development 
Committee (EDC) and I’m interested in working 


with that group to see if (their ideas) will make a 
difference in the economy of Sierra Madre," he 
said. 

"Concerning water. I’d like to investigate 
how we can get ourselves in a position of not 
wor-rying about our water supply of the future." 

He continued, "Sierra Madre has a $4 million 
budget—that's not a lot of money to do frivolous 
things, We should be watching over activities as 
they relate to that $4 million for the policy point 
of view. City staff is charged with the daily 
responsibility of managing the city." 

Adams said he thought we should strive 
toward less government rather than more. 

"We need ordinances that are based on the 
rule of reasonableness. Government is a place to 


facilitate, not to create obstacles." 

Adams, who is CEO of a corporation hand¬ 
ling the commercial activities of Long Beach 
State, was on the council from ’76-’80, then ran 
and was elected four years ago. He was mayor 
twice: once from ’79-’80 and from ’92-’93. 

He was the only member ever elected to two 
consecutive terms as president of the Pasadena 
City College Board of Trustees on which he serv¬ 
ed from 1980-1984. Adams is on the board of 
directors of the Greater Long Beach American 
Red Cross and is on the board of directors of the 
Collegiate Buying Group representing book stores 
all over the United States.

Sierra Madre Planning Commission faces a 
possible long session this evening, Thursday, Jan. 
13, when the group discusses seven Conditional 
Use Permits on the Jameson Trust applications 
located between Highland and Grandview Aven¬ 
ues. 

There will be a closed session before the 
meeting to obtain legal counsel from City Attor¬ 
ney Charles Martin regarding anticipated litiga¬ 
tion relating to the Jameson Trust Development. 

The Conditional Permits requested are on 
Lots 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10.., 

Commissioners will view the overview, 
chronologically, of Environmental Mitigation 
Measures and Tract Map Conditions, and of sur¬ 
rounding residential densities. They will look at 
the architectural and historical overview and tree 
preservation. 

The meeting starts at 7:30 p.m. in the coun¬ 
cil chambers.

When asked how two salaries would be fi¬ 
nanced, he answered, "By dropping one depart¬ 
ment head." Tice also said he would like to see 
the City Council agenda controlled "by someone 
who’s independent so the city administrator 
doesn’t get all the blame." 

Tice is married to Yoko and they have two 
sons, Paul and John. 

The candidate is a gardener and builder in 
Big Bear. He has lived in Sierra Madre for 16 
years and spent some years here when he was a 
child. He attended Sierra Madre Elementary 
School, Wilson, Elliot, PCC and was a history 
major at Cal State L.A

Council grants one appeal, calls for public 
hearing on Jameson Trust, passes ^smoke 
free.’ ordinance for all public facilities 


At Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting, 
Fred Crockett received blessings from the council 
for his proposed addition of a basement at 260 
Carter, and the council decided to hold a public 
hearing in the appeal of the Jameson Trust for 
Lot ’No. 2. Both were appeals from Planning 
Conunission decisions. 

Gn the latter, the council instructed City 
Clerk Nancy Shollenberger to set'>^ublic hear¬ 
ing within 40 days with the date to be announced 
in the next edition of The News. 

Councilmembers introduced for the first time 
by title only Ordinance No. 1108 which would 
prohibit smoking in any city facility. It would 
also apply to all individuals, clubs and organiza¬ 
tions who rent the recreation facilities. 


In other matters, they heard possible increase 
in bail for parking citations. They support a high¬ 
er bail than Interim Police Chief John Thurman 
had proposed for parking in the green zone and 
for parking overtime in the city lot. They passed 
the rest of the consent calendar and plan to re¬ 
commend those modifications to the chief at the 
next meeting. 

The council passed unanimously a proposal 
to schedule a classification and pay study propos¬ 
al which will be conducted by David M. Griffith 
and Associates. A state-mandated cost-claiming 
project to be performed would recover the city’s 
1992-93 compliance costs. More about ftiis pro¬ 
posal will appear in neijt week’s edition of The 
News. 
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Bicycle helmet law 
comes into force 

Interim Police Chief John Thurman re¬ 
ported that as of Jan. 1, a helmet law af¬ 
fecting juveniles came into being. 

"Assembly Bill 2268, dealing with bi¬ 
cycle safety helmets, added another sec¬ 
tion to the vehicle code which requires 
that helmet safety standards be met by 
manufacturers at point-of-sale," Thurman 
said. "It requires that all bicycle riders, 
under the age of 18 must wear approved 
safety helmets." 

The safety helmet approval must be 
represented by a label from either the 
American National Standards , Institute 
(ANSI) or the Snell Memorial Foundation. 
Both of these organizations will label each 
approved helmet with a conspicuous safety 
sticker which identifies the helmet as 
meeting the approved standards for bicy¬ 
cle safety construction. 

"This law prohibits the issuance of a 
notice to appear for a period of one year, 
during which time, verbal warnings are 
the only enforcement action permissible," 
Thurman concluded. 

Parents are urged to respond positively 
to this law, making sure that their children 
are protected. 


Officers will be

Sierra Madre Police remind the communi¬ 
ty that after the first of the year they will be 
enforcing downtown two-hour and 20-minute 
parking, as time permits.

You sprinkle the powder on 
your puppy's food and it causes a noxioiis 
taste to nis stool. Several days of using this 
substance in the food usually works.
